FOR BETTER ROADS. 


People At Called Meeting So Decide And 
County Commissioners Pass Accept- 
ance Resolutions. Messrs. 
Jones And Perry Preside. 


The good-roads meeting which took 
place Tuesday in Parson's Opera House 
was a big ‘success, The meeting was 
called to order at 11.00 by Mr. Thomas 
Perry. President of the County Com- 
missioners, J. W. Jones, was made 
chairman and Mr. Wm. M. Cooper, 
secretary. Mr. Perry arose and stated 
the object of the meeting This was 
discussed by the people present until 
they decided to adjourn till 2.00 
o'clock in the afternoon when Mr. A. 
N. Johnson, the State Road Engineer, 
would be present. 

Mr. Perry was made chairman of 
the afternoon meeting aud he intro- 
duced Mr. Johnson, who proceeded to 
make a general explanation of the law 
and make suggestions for this county. 

After a general discussion of the 
plans, etc., the following resolution 
was offered by Mr. A. J. Benjamin and 
after a gencral discussion was adopted. 

Resolved. That it is the sense of 
this meeting that the County Commis- 
sinners be requested to take the neces- 
sary measures to procure the State ap- 
propriation of ten thousand dollars to 
the county for the purpose of road 
building under the Act of the last Leg- 
islature. We suggest that the most 
feasable plan to appropriate this money 
will be by petition as suggested in the 
law, whereby the property owners a- 
long any section of the public road 
agree to pay 10 per cent of the cost of 
construction, as to the particular roads 
to be improved. These petitions shall 

be filed with the County Commission- 
ers on or before Novgmnber 15th, 1904.“ 


This resolution will remote from the | gł 


County Commissisoners the responsi- 
bility as to what section of the county 
to begin work of improving the roads, 
and at the ‘same time will add about 
$2,000 to the road fund from property 
holders who are anxious to have the 
road built first in their section. 

The meeting was a very represen- 
tative one, some of the largest tax 
payers in the county being among the 
number. Some of the gentlemen pres- 
ent were: Congressman W. H. Jack- 
son. Wm. J. Downing, W. F. Allen, 
L. W. Gunby, L. W. Dorman, Lee 
Laws, Thomas Perry, Wm. M. Cooper, 
A. J. Benjamin, the entire Board of 
County Commissioners, ex-Commander 
E. S. 8. Turner, the Messrs. Pusey, 
R. Frank Williams, Thomas Williams, 
Wm. Bounds, W. J. Staton, A. J. 
Benjamin., and many other prominent 
citizens. It was the opinion of all 
present that in tahing this initiative 
Wicomico County has started on an ern 
of renewe prosperity.

The people of the Stato are fast 
awaking to the fact that the poor 
condit on of roads, wherever they 
occur, has not been altogether the 
result of shortness of road appropri- 
ations, but due, in part to the manner 
in which the money has been applied, 
and that the same amount of money 
scientiffcally applied will in compar- 
atively few years guarantee a system 
of satisfactory roads which the outlay 
and toil of years has failed to pro- 
duce. The State Aid Road Law, 
which Was passed at the last legisla- 
ture has already aroused more than 
ordinary interest, as is shown by the 
many applications to the Maryland 
Geological Survey for plans and es- 
timates of the cost of modern maca- 
dam roads, which many of the Boards 
of County Commissioners purpose to 
make under the new road law. 

The most earnest advocates of scien- 
tifically built roads have never urged 
that a system of modern roads could 
be secured at once, but it has been 
repeatedly pointed out and demonstra- 
ted by experience that a system of 
good roads can be gradually and con- 
veniently built up by adding cach 
year small pieces of modern roads 
wherever the conditions most demand 
improvement. Asan example of the 
comparison between the results pro- 
duced under the wasteful methods of 
the past and the results of scientifically 
bailt roads, it has been shown that 
had Montgomery county spent one-half 
of the amount of money its roads have 
cost in the past fifteen years in the 
building of modern roads during the 
same Jength of time, forty-five miles 
good macadam roads would now fur- 
nish easy access to all the main points 
of the county. But such is not the case, 
and forty-five miles of good macadam 
roads have not been built during this 
time in Montgomery or any other 
County of this State. It has been 
shown also that, should the Counties 
of Maryland take.up the total amount 
of State aid under the Shoemaker law, 
it would be impossible to build one 
thousand miles of modern or State 
roads within ten years, enough to 
insure easy traffic between all parts of 
the State. And the residents of the 
Counties under the new law have the 
matter entirel¥ in their own hands, 
for they know that by the pledge of 
two-thirds of the property owners 
along a piece of roads to pay ten per 
cent of the cost of building, the Road 
Commissioners of the County can be 
forced to petition forthe alloted share 
of State aid. Again, it is well to em- 
phasize the fact that the Shoemaker 
law puts within reach of the real pro- 
ducers in a community a very good 
thing at a very reasonable price to the 
County; namely, one-half the actual 
expense. 

Recent mention has been made of 
movements in Montgomery, Harford, 
Prince George's and Caroline Counties 
to take advantage of the State aid road 
fund. A numberof the Counties have 
provided themselves with expert Road 
Engineers to handle or direct most of 
their work. Prince George's County 
is planning on a large scale, Harford 
County has actually begun some of 
its work, and Baltimoro County wants 
to build a mile of State road in each 
of her fifteen districts. .

We know 
tbat as the chureb of Christ is strong 
the Satanic enemies are strong also, 80 
strong thut unless we go forth to this 
battle with a full endowment of the 
Holy Spirit to fight as we ought to 
fight for Christ we shall fall ignomin- 
fously, ns we deserve to full. 

Outside of his own intrinsic strength 
nothing brings out the hidden power 
of a general more than the realization 
that his enemy is strong and wily— 
an adversary whose power it would be 
folly to underestimate, against whom 
he must marshal his forces with all bis 
skill and develop thelr fighting quall- 
ties to the highest efficiency. When 
Goliath saw the puny form of David, 
who was to give him battle, the Phil- 
Istine giant laughed him to scorn. He 
aneeringly cried, “Am I a dog that 
thou comest to me with stones?” That 
contempt lost him the battle. Not so 
with David. His weapons were those 
with which he was familiar, and he 
employed the skill developed by long 
experieuce. He knew bis enemy to be 
superior in might and cruel and relent- 
less, and he nerved bis strength for the 
unequal struggle. The church of 
Christ is made resolute by the knowl- 
edge that it is to meef a strong arm- 
ed foe. We know we must fight hard 
to win. And we also know that unless 
like David, the sbepberd boy, Ne go 
forth In unfaltering faith in the divine 
re-enforcement we shall fall in the bat- 
tle. A stalwart foe always brings out 
the best that is lu a worthy opponent. 
Let me illustrate my thought by a 
homely scene of vacation life. Some 
weeks ogo, with my wife and little 
children, I was driving over the hills 
of southern Californian. We were far 
from any human residence. Buddenly, 
just upon tbe billside overlooking the 
road, I saw the gleuming eyes and the 
crouching form of a coyote. I was at 
the time entirely unnrmed. But, 
though I knew tbat poor miserable 
brute bad just as sinewy a limb as a 
mountain lion, that he was as swift of 
foot ns a deer, that bis teeth were as 
white and sburp os oa tiger's molars, 
that he could, if be would, leap at my 
horses’ throats and leave us belpless 
before bis attack, still I also knew that 
he was n coward. He belonged to a 
race of cowards. Therefore I drove 
right past him. When my cblldren 
hallooed at him be turned and skulked 
away. 

Must Be Always on Guard. 

Had the church of Christ only craven 
hearted foes to fight it would become 
as indifferent to them as I was toward 
that sneaking coyote, whose worst 
depredations are found in the barn- 
yard among the dend chickens. Un- 
lesg starving and in numbers, be never 
attacks a strong foe, But today the 
church of God bas no cowardly enemy. 
Like a hunter stalking the man eating 
monsters of India or Africa, the church 
is and must be continually on its 
guard. As it goes forth Into the com- 
ing winter's campaign to do the best 
it can and with tbe help of the Holy 
Spirit to do all it can for Christ, the 
consciousness that its foe bas almost 
unlimited prowess has made the 
church strong and confident. 

But where is the gospel campaign of 
this church during the coming winter 
to be folght? We have talked about 
the time. We have spoken about the 
oneness of purpose and the divine 
strength in which we are to enter the 
conflict. We now spenk about the geo- 
graphical region iu which we are to 
fight. We must find our church's Plain 
of Esdraelon and its Marathon pass, 
America is to be the geographical plain 
of gospel maneuverings for the Ameri- 
can church, It is the foremost nation 
in the world today, and its power and 
influence are rapidly growing. In ener- 
gy, ln wealth, in enterprise, it takes 
the lead among the nations of the 
world. If it boldly takes its stand for 
Christ and declares that the principles 
of Christ are its guide and that he is 
its supreme ruler the effect on the 
world will be overwhelming. An enor- 
mous step will then have been taken 
toward the conquest of the whole 
world for him. America is the stra- 
tegic point in the Christian campaign. 
Let every Christian church in this 
country realize that fact and unite to 
win this fair land for the Prince of 
Peace. z

The peace conference of 
The Hague showed the trend of inter- 
national thought, The time will yet 
come when the pations will cease to 
submit their quarrels to the arbitra- 
ment of the sword. Justice and right- 
eousness shall be the standard of the 
peoples, and when that time comes our 
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land, whose infiuence is always for 
peace, will be at thé front. And what 
our country is doing fot temporal jus- 
tice our American church is doing for 


Christ in a spiritual way. All nations: j 
shall yet follow our Christian leadings,! 


if America becomes truly Christian. 
Let the American church take America 
for Christ, and it will capture the 
world for Ghrist. 

Oh, my friends, with such a glorious 
outlook, for our coming gospel cam- 
paign, should not the church of Christ 
as a whole and our own Individual 
churches go forth into this winter's 
campaign strong in God, strong in 
faith, strong in holy zeal? For the 
most part I have been talking about 
how God is going to bless the great 
American church as a whole. Will he 
bless our own individual churches to 
which we have given our allegiance 
as he will bless other churches? Yes, 
if we go into this gospel conflict as we 
ought to go. Are you and I willing by 
our own consecrated lives to let our 
church, our dear individual church. 
with its glorious past, take the position 
in the church army on the front line 
of battle where she ought to stand? 
Remember, the open door which God 
opened for the Philippian church was 
not a doorway off in the distance, but 
near at hand, And so the open door 
of gospel opportunity of our church is 
riglit at hand. As consecrated, Holy 
Spirit inspired, earnest Christian 
church members will you and I join 
today in the forward march for Christ? 

The Macedonian Call. 

Oh, the Macedonian call for the phys- 
ical and mental and social and spiritu- 
al salvation which Is coming througa 
the open door of the American church 
from a sin struck and a dying world! 
The whole world groans under the 
burden of sin. It is here; it Is every- 
where. The only way of deliverance is 
that Christ's church set Itself to the 
task in the power of his Spirit. Begin- 
ning at its own doors, it must lead the 
assault and, uniting with the churches 
in other cities and states, work faith- 
fully and bravely for the emancipation 
of this land and of the whole world. A 
few years ago the wife of a native In- 
dian prince was dying. By the hide 
bound Mohammedan laws it was im. 
possible to let an English surgeon see 
her, because no white man under any 
conditions is allowed to enter the room 
of a Mohammedan woman of the up- 
per classes. At last, in despair, ber 
husband sent for a missionary lady, 
Miss Bailly, who was working among 
the natives of Lucknow. When she en- 
tered the invalid's room the sick wom- 
an sald: ‘When you go back to Eng- 
land I want you to meet your good 
Queen Victoria.

TEAS THAT ARE 


` Maryland News Items 


WORTH FORTUNES terior are operating extensively in 


Twelve Hundred Kinds Are ia China's 


Show at the World's Fair---The Most | 
Populous Nation of the World For 
the First Time Makes an Exhibit 
Worthy of Her Greatness. 


Muny expositions of stupendous char- 
acter make up the World's Fair of 
1904. Euch part is a vast and distinct 
show. Each building shelters many 
acres of wonderful things—wonderful 
because they are the cholçest of their 
kind. Every nation on the globe is 
represented. Every state and territory 
is here with its best and making the 
most of its greatest opportunity. 

The fact that China has not been a 
large exhibitor at world's fairs gives 
to her great exhibit here a prominence 
quite exceptional. It is a wonderland 
of ingenious productions. We know 
China best by reason of her extensive 
exports of teas, which have found a 


‘vast market in the United States for 


generations. Her commercial interests 
therefore prompted her to make a dis- 
play of teas that we should not for- 
get. 7 

In sealed glass jars China displays in 
the Liberal Arts Palace some 1,200 
kinds of tea. Young Hyson and Old 
Hyson have a string of tea relations 
longer than the genealogical chain of a 
Plymouth Rock. They are neatly se- 
lected “chops,” in the language of the 
tea farmer, and these classes do not 
embrace medicinal teas, which are 
quite another lot in the rather modest 
number of 400. 

The teas exhibited vary in price from 
a few cents a pound to some rare and 
exclusive kinds that are worth their 
welght in gold, the tea In the latter 
cases being placed on one side of the 
scales nnd pure gold on the other— 
that Is to say, the tea of this expensive 
kind is worth about $20 gold an ounce. 
Only a very small quantity of this ex- 
clusive leaf is exhibited, and it Is 
grown in carefully guarded tea planta- 
tions or gardens right under the shad- 
ows of the great wall of China. Its cul- 
tivation is prohibited for any use save 
for the imperial family of China and a 
few of the favored high officials. 

Mention has beeh made of the word 
“chop” in connection with tea, and it 
may be interesting to the everyday 
reader to know what the word actually 
signifies. The tea leaf is grown in va- 
rious districts of the Chinese empire on

large areas of ground which are often 
mistaken for single plantations. This 
is hardly ever the case, as the large 
tracts are very often owned by hun- 
dreds of different men, whose individ- 
val plots of ground bearing the ten 
Plants are carefully mapped out, so 
that each individual owner may culti- 
vate and pick his own crop of tea. 
Each owner likewise markets his own 
tea and puts his own special mark, or 
“chop,” on the packages. Hence the 
term “chop” signifies an individual 
growth or picking of tea by one owner. 
In an area of ten Innd of, say, a thou- 
sands acres, oll apparently under one 
ownership, there may be some forty, 
fifty or more owners Wf the plantation 
and consequently a like number of 
“chops” of ten. 

It must not be Imagined that all these 
different owners of the tea get the 
same price for thelr commodity—far 
from It, as cach of these individual tea 
growers has bis own secrets for Im- 
proving the quality and favor of ten. 
Take, for instance, the Amoy and Fu- 
chau districts, whence most of the tea 
for the United States comes. The own- 
ers of “chops” of tea varying from 10 
to 200 chests of 56 pounds each bring 
samples of thelr goods to the various 
foreign merchants for sale. These lat- 
ter turn the Chinese tea growers over 
to the good offices of the forelgn or 
American professional tea taster, who 
passes on the goods as to price, The 
tea taster has the samples infused, not 
boiled, in his presence and, passes upon 
the quality, favor, twang and manner 
of curing, fixing a price accordingly, 
from which there Is never any varia- 
tion and which: the tea grower must ac- 
cept or go elsewhere to dispose of his 
wares. In a single tract of ten land 
Une the ono cited above the price has 
ranged from 14 cents, the lowest, to 
48%, cents, the highest, per pound 
among sixty-one different tea produ- 
cers, A matter of grent moment that 
also figures in the price of tea is 
that very often tea from the same dis- 
trict will have the various “chops” 
blended together in order to produce 
special fla vorn.

My Visit To Maryland. 


Paper 6. 


Sabbath afternoon my escort took 
me to Salisbury and beyond about one 
and a half miles to the home of W. F. 
Allen. Himself, wife and boys re- 
ceived us gladly and treated us kind- 
ly during our entire stay. I was 
shown his four hundred acre farm 
every rod of it being carefully looked 
after, sown or planted in something 
useful. On this farm were growing 
strawberries, peaches, plums, pears, 
potatoes, beets, squashes, cucumbers, 
tomatoes, cabbage and, last but not | 
least, cantaloupes, the largest patch | 
lever saw—50 acres. They were very 
promising at the time 4th of July 
just setting on the vines. Mr. Allen 
told me he expected, when the season 
was properly on, to ship about two car 
loads of this delicious fruit per day, 
and each part of the patch wonld have 
to be gone over twice in the same 
time. zA 

He was then shipping cucumbers, 
squashes and tomatoes in considerable 
quantities. It wasa real delight to 
see the energy, tact, means and system 
put into this truck farm. Again, to 
see the smoothness, quiet, the entire 
absence of friction was simply won- 
derful. From twenty to sixty hands 
find employment here during the en- 
tire cropping season. Every hand is 
paid on Saturday night. Each man's 
time is kept by the foreman and is 
handed to Mr. Allen. His money to 
a cent is put in an envelope and seal- 
ed with his name on it then handed to 
him. Isaw him pay or rather put 
the money into the envelopes theweek 
I was there—omething over one 
hundred and twenty five dollars. Mr. 
Allen put out 10,000 peach trees last 
spring and intends to put out as many 
the next spring and the spring fol- 
lowing. By this time I should rather 
think he will have a peach orchard. 
One secret of his success is his up-to- 
date way of farming, keeping every 
part of his growing crop in order, 
which crop bas been put in at an 
early date. Another secret is, that 
every foot of ground is utilized to the 
best possible advantage. Still anoth- 
er secret is his undaunted courage. 
If one thing fails he does not sit 
down and ‘weep, but takes up another, 
and goes right on just the same as 
thongh nothing had happened. He 
is bound to succeed because he has the 
elements of character that must. Mr. 
Allen has a splendid barn that cost 
near $3,000 and was building a ten 
thousand dollar house which must be 
at this time well nigh completed. It 
will be commodious, modern and orna- 
mental. t; 

While at W. F. Allen's by his 
kindness and thatof his wife—my 
own niece, who accompanied me, we 
visited the Tyaskin neighborhood tu 
see some relatives. 1 
to see us and showed every possible 
kindness. It was here I began my 
ministry, trying to preach to many 
who knew more than I. I did the best 
I could, vertainly, and they had great 
patience and wonderful endurance, It 
was very pleasant to travel over some 
of the old roads again. I had never 
met these persons.in their own homes 
before. When I went west, father 
and mother were there, now they are 
gone, and the children occupy the old 
homestead, and are raising up fami- 
lies, many of the children now grown 
and some married. Mrs, Sallie Jane 
Dashields is as truly a matter of fact 
woman as I met during my visit. 
She bears the same relation to me of 
W. T. Darby—his only sister. Mrs, 
Mary Layfield is another cousin whom 
I visited and whose hospitality was of 
the generous character. While mak- 
ing Mr. Allen's my head-quarters I 
made several short visita to the city 
of Salisbury. The families visited 
here are relatives. The Woodcock's 
Carey's and Darby's I found them all 
kind and entertaining. They are in 
comfortable circumstances and doing 
well; best of all they are religious and 
regular attendants at church services. 
The city—in my early days was only 
a small town—is prosperous and grow- 
ing, and considering the fact that it 
was burnt badly 17 years ago—ten 
years after I went west the last time 
—is a remarkable place. I could 
scarcely realize how rapidly it had 
grown and the moderness it had don- 
ned with the permanent character of 
ita buildings. Ite number of churches 
may not be up to some cities of its

size but certainly they are as costly, 
large, attractive and comfortable as 
any I have seen in a place no larger. 
On Sabbath, the 3rd of July, I 
preached in the Methodist Protestant 
Church, to a very good congregation, 
who gave prayerful attentioy. My text 
was, Lord, it is good for us to be 
here.“ The sermon seemed to be en- 
joyed but was not satisfactory to the 
preacher at all. I hope it did good.

HANDY -TO BE HUNG 


Found Guilly By Jury Of Murder la First 
Degree, After Being Out 20 Minutes 
Late Tharsday Night. 

For the first time in its history, Wi- 
comico county is doomed to have a 
hanging, a verdict having been rend- 
ered late Thuraday night against Hen- 
ry J. Handy, colored, for murder in 
the first degree, of his wife, in Tyas- 
kin district on Septembor 23, 1904.

H. Higgins, George W. Messick, Eph- 
riam A. Denson and G. Vickers White. 
The major part of Wednesday after- 
noon and the same evening. all day 
and evening of Thursday were spent 
in trying the cuse. The jury, after re- 
maining in their room for less than 20 
minutes, returned a verdict at 11.52 p. 
m. of ‘‘guiltyin the first degree of 
murder.“ State’s Attorney J. L. Bailey 
assisted by John H. Handy represented 
the State and James E. Ellegood and 
Clarence Lankford appeared for the 
prisoner, 

As the history of the case begins at 
eld. Md. Henry J. Handy, after 
W divorced from his first wife, 

who was Agnes Handy, married Celia 

Mapp, daughter of Henry J. Mapp. 

One child, now two years old, was 

born to them. A short time after 

this, about the middle of last May, 

Celia came to Wicomico county to 

work on a farm near some of her rel- 

atives in Tyaskin district. Handy 
says this wis with his consent, but he 
never heard from her by letter during 
all this time she was there. She had 
the child with her and he finally de- 
cided that he wanted it, so he came 
up the Wicomico river on Wednesday

Tue burning of three mills, two 
churches, Presbyterian and Episcopal, 
and 17 dwellings besides the destruc- 
tion of numerous out buildings and as 
many more bursted roofs which had 
no trap door or ladder to rewh the 
various places already on fire, was the 
amount of which our citizens had to 
contend with last Saturday afternoon 
and which at one time threatened to 
destroy and wipe our town and homes 
out of existence. 

With the wind blowing at the rate 
of forty miles an hour, the fire first 
attacked the Berlin. Veneering Works, 
which was a veritable tinder box and 
in afew minutes proved to be a liv- 
ing flamo, utterly impossible to ap- 
proach or cope with, Thos. Whaley’s 
steam saw mill was the next to catch 
causing us all to think of self and re- 
turn to our own belongings, realizing 
that already many of our homes were 
on fire and threatened with destruction, 
Every family in the neighborhood had 
already commenced to pack up and 
move their goods and chattels to some 
place of safety. The only question 
was where, aa cinders and blazing 
shingles were covering every roof in 
the wave of the gale. One can form 
some idea of this as a barn at the 
home of Mrs. Kendall Taylor, more 
than a mile from scene of destruction, 
caught and burned to the ground, 
seriously endangering their dwelling 
which was fortunately saved. The 
first dwellings to catch and burn, tho’ 
quite a distance from Whaley's mill, 
were the homes of Riley Ennis, Al- 
fred Chance and Frank Johnson. 
Cyrus Warren's house, not over 15 
feet away, waa almost miracnlously 
saved. 

Before the row was in fall blast 
Thos. N. Tinglo's and Nosh Bradford's, 
across West Street, caught, and the he- 
roic efforta made, all proved futile 
and helped to create a fresh panic and 
to fully “convince our people of the 
undertaking before them, Lucy Pur- 
nell was next. A. large tree next 
door saved Mrs. Alice Massey, and 
John Gibbs who came next was burn- 
ed out. Across the street again came 
Frank Porter, who, one of the fortu- 
nate ones, waa left intact and next to 
him Roger Adams had soon passed up 
in flame and smoke. A pet goat bo- 
longing to Etta Adams, which had 
sought refuge under the dwelling, 
was of course cremated to the regret 
of the household. Harmonson's stab- 
les were the next requiring both help 
and water and we were fortunate 
enough to gain a victory, which was 
well indeed, realizing that if the 
stable and hotel were burned, the town 
was at the mercy of the fire monster 
and gone. A stable belonging to 
James Trader was the next to ignite, 
causing the Methodist Parsonage and 
Presbyterian Church adjoining, front- 
ing Main Street to go, burning out the 
family of Capt. John Dirickson, Mrs. 
Elizabeth Dirickson, Miss Clara Dir- 
ickson and Horace Davis. The 
homes on church street of Washington 
Dennis, George Taylor, George Rayne 
and last the old°St. Paul's Episcopal 
Church built in 1826 of English brick. 
The old walls still standing are all 
that's left to remind one of its age 
and. career of usefulness. The tall 
pirea back of. the -~ edifice envel. 
oped in flames, at the same time try- 
ing to out vie each other in their 
glaring grandeur, was awe inspiring 
and attractive, yet sad, most sad, to 
be compelled to witness. Dilworth's 
mill which has been on fire many 
times in the past few years, has at last 
succumbed to the inevitable and is 
numbered among ‘the has beens.—

I would yield to no man in my rever- 
ence for the memory of the sainted 
dead whose sacred dust lies in our 
cemeteries. No flowers are there too 
fragrant for the family plots, no epl- 
taphs too eloquent or too reverent to 
recount their virtues, nor, when the 
family finances are adequate, any 
mausoleum too imposing to enshrine 
their remains. I have always found 
out when investigating that if a son 
does not respect the memory of a dead 
mother he will not respect the living 
wife, who becomes the mother of his 
children. 

We should hold sacred the dust of 
our dead. That is true, but we should 
never build the hillock of the grave so 
high that it will dam back the onward 
flow of the “waters of knowledge” 
and change the “river of progress” 
into the “stagnant pool of ignorance 
and sloth.” When the past genera- 
tions did their work they did it well 
for the time and the conditions in 
which they lived, but the dead gen- 
erations would not do us they did lu 
the past if they were living now. We 
would not cry “halt” to the “forward 
march” of scientific investigation; 
neither would we compel the church 
of the Lord Jesus Christ to “mark 
time” by the grave of a Justin 
Martyr, n Calvin, a Wesley, a Luther, 
a Knox, or bivouac with eternal som- 
nolence in the chambers of a West- 
minster abbey, where the honored ec- 
clesiastical fathers gathered July 1, 
1643, and composed the Presbyterian 
Confession of Faith and our Longer 
and Shorter Cutechisms. — 

But, though we would not consider 
our ancestors infallible in their opin- 
lons nor absolutely wise in their ways 
of living, yet, on the other band, we 
must grant that our ancestors knew a 
great deal more than some of us are 
willing to give them credit for. Though 
our forefathers’ “lightning expresses” 
were only canal boats and stagecoaches 
and sailing boats, in which most of us 
would be afrald to cross Long Island 
sound, let nlone the Atlantic ocean, that 
is no reason why they did not know 
how to develop Christian men and wo- 
men as successfully as do we. Though 
our ancestors for the most part bad no 
books save that of a Bible, a “Pil- 
grim's Progress’ or a Doddridge's 
“Rise and Progress of Religion In the 
Soul,” that is no proof that they did 
not know as much of God and hold the 
truth in its purity as thoroughly as do 
we who have access to such vast mod- 
ern libraries, and yet today we find a 
spirit of “exterminating iconoclasm” 
abroad. Man's profane hands are dig- 
ging up the old foundations and de- 
stroying the old altars and ridiculing 
the old ways merely because they are 
old. I would not have you bend the 
knee before the hillock of an ancestral 
grave us though it were a shrine, but 
I would have you respect and not de- 
stroy it and use that hillock of a grave 
as the stepping stone to a higher 
throne. The living may in some things 
be right where their Christian ances- 
tors were wrong, yet we have only to 
look around at the modern Innovations 
and observe the effect they have on the 
community to be convinced that in 
some things our Christian ancestors 
werc right and the modern Innovators 
deplorably wrong.

Undermining the Foundations. 

In the first place, I protest ngainst 
the iconoclasm which is undermining 
the foundation stones of our ancestral 
Sabbath. Its desecrators have been 
going up and down the length and 
breadth of the land asserting that re- 
ligious worship can become as much a 
form of dissipation os drink or over- 
eating or overexercising can be, They 
make a wrong application of our 
Lord's words that the “Sabbath was 
made for man, and not man for the 
Sabbath.” They affirm that it Is ab- 
surd for a business man who has been 
at bard work for at least six days of 
the week from 7 o'clock in the morn- 
ing sometimes until 10 or 11 or 12 
o'clock nt night to be compelled to get 
up on Sunday in time for an early 
Sunday school, then to attend two 
long church preaching services, nnd 
then perhaps to attend a Christlun En- 
den vor soclety besides, 

They contend that Sunday should be 
a day of rest and that what a man 
needs upon the Sabbath day Is relaxa- 
tion. He should go to bed Saturday 
night after n hot bath with his mind 
perfectly at ense, As he crawls Into 
bed he should be able to say to bim- 
self; "Now, I can lie here just as long 
as l please. Lf I awake at 9 o'clock, all 
right. If I can sleep to 12, better still. 
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table. Then the sweetest musle of the 
world would begin to sound. The old 
village bell would send Its silvery notes 
rolling down the valley. Then, after 
morning prayers, the horses were hitch- 
ed up, and father and mother and all 
the children rode to town In the same 
big wagon. Then the pew was n fam- 
ily pew, and all the members were 
there. Then came the sermon, then 
the journey home, then the quiet yet 
bountiful dinner, then the afternoon for 
reading or restful quiet, then the sing- 
ing of the hymns around the old fash- 
foned piano. No Damrosch's orchestra 
or Theodore Thomas’ stringed instru- 
ments ever had such enthusiastic nu- 
diences and participants as those old 
family oratorios about the plano, where 
our sisters played and our fathers und 
mothers and the rest of the family all 
joined in the singing. Then the even- 
ing church service again or, if the 
farm wau too fur away, the evening 
prayers and early bed. You know, O 
man, that old fashioned Sabbath day 
meant more than mere cessation from 
worldly work. It meant quiet com- 
munion with God. It meant Bible 
study and sacred readings as well as 
mere rest. Do you wonder that such a 
Sabbath as our fathers observed was 
the very foundation of church life, of 
Christinn home life, of Bible reading 
and of consecration to God? 

Alongside of this beautiful Sabbath 
day of rest I want you to place the 
modern Sabbath, with its so called lib- 
eral ideas. First, where do we find the 
vestibule of the Sabbath? Namely, Sat- 
wrday night. To bed early? Oh, no! 
Saturday night hus conre, In our large 
cities the street cars are crowded. 
Where are the people going? Some to 
the theaters; others, alas, to places of 
still more evil resort! Men aud-wom- 
en, tired from work now, are turning 
this Saturday night Into the hardest 
kind of work. They are dissipating for 
plensure's suke. To the nonchurchgo- 
er, as a rule, Saturday night is only 
too often atime for free indulgence of 
every desire that is bad. 

Sunday morning is here. Vihere do 
we now find most of the nonchurchgo- 
ers? Aguln crowding our rallrond 
trains and cars; picnics, ball games, 
outing parties, where the breweries 
and the wine sellers get their biggest 
revenues. ‘The beautiful pictures of 
the family Bible which we used to 
study as a boy have given place to the 
silly pictorials of the Sunday newspa- 
per. Everywhere on the Sabbath sin 
simply runs riot. In many cities even 
the saloons and playhouses are full. 
Instead of the quiet family group going 
to the village church, now almost every 
country road near an adjacent city has 
its yelling rioters, half drunk or entire- 
ly debauched, who are off for a day of 
sin. Do you mean to tell me, sensible 
man, that the modern way of spending 
the Sabbath Is as profitable as a day 
of rest and communion with God as 
were the Sabbath days our forefathers 
observed? 

Rigid Observance of the Lord's Day. 

The rigid observance of God's day 
as a day consecrated to himself is the 
most important foundation stone of 
the church of Jesus Christ. Without 
it no true gospel consecration can ex- 
ist. I know that In some homes the 
lines were too tightly drawn and in 
them the Lord's day was gloomy and 
was n weariness to the children. Hen- 
ry Ward Beecher, the brilliant pastor 
of Plymouth church, used to give a 
humorous description of such Sab- 
baths, He described his brother and 
himself watching the sun go down 
over the western bills. In bis boyhood 
Bunday was observed from the setting 
of the sun Saturday to the setting of 
the sun Sunday. No sooner would the 
sun sink over the western hills than 
these two boys would let out a great 
yell, crying: “Hurrah, hurrah! Sun- 
day’s over. Now for some fun!“ But, 
though the Puritanic Sabbath was 
sometimes very angular in the rigid 
observance, I claim that Babbath had 
ten chances to-where the modern Sab- 

bath has one of producing such a fam- 
ily as Lyman Beecher developed. 

I protest, In the second place, against 
the Iconoclasm which would eliminate 
from our lives the divine principle of 
concern for the welfare of others. Pro- 


fane iconoclastic hands bave been un 
Germining tue foundation stones of our 


sacred Sabbath. Aye, these enemies 
of God have been doing more; they 
have been sneering and ridiculing the 
beautiful purable of the good Samari- 
tan. They have been declaring that 
a man's neighbor belongs not to the 
family which lives next door to him. 
The only neighbor who has elalins he 
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in mind, more loving to my family, the

Tue Iconoclast 
who destroys the beautiful image of 
charity und benevolence may think 
thut he, too, will be able to grasp the 
wealth Which it pours forth on the 
needy and the suffering, but he will 
be disappointed. The economy which 
refuses to give help to those who need 
proves a cinler to prosperity, and 
those who withhold their charity come 
to poverty. The command is that he 
who loves God loves his brother Also, 
and the converse is true that he who 
does not love his brother proves that 
he does not love his God. 

The Golden Rule with our ancestors 
was a practicality and vot a mere the- 
ory. “Where are you going tonight, 
mother?” the father often asked. “You 
look tired, You ought not to be going 
out tonight.” “I know It,” she would 
say, but I must go. Our neighbor ts 
very sick. I am afraid she will not get 
well. They have sent for me to come 
and spend the night with her. I have 
fixed everything for breakfast. If 1 
do not get back in time in the morning, 
you can get along somehow.” 

The daintiest delicacies ever cooked 
In the mother’s stove were not for the 
growing boys, with healthy, vigorous 
appetites, They were for the poor con- 
sumptive young girl who used to sit 
day after dax upon the neighbor's ve- 
randa in the noon sun, smiling at us 
as we trudgel nway to school My, 
how we cast longing eyes at those Jel- 
lles! We tken at times almost wished | 
we could be sick, at least for n little ! 
while, to get a tnste of them. And 
how warm and comfortable the mit- 
tens lookel which mother knitted for 
the poor children living over the hill! 
And when the firmer who lived down 
in the valley was prostrated with ty- 
phold fever nud lay for month, hover- 
ing between life and death, don't you 
remember how your father and the 
nelghbors took turns plowing his fields 
and sowing hia gralu and getting in 
his harvests? They say that that sick 
man wus oixe a strong athlete. How- 
ever that may be, when upon his sick 
bed he heard what his neighbors had 
done and how they had kept the wolf 
of hunger from his door he cried like 
a little chit. IIe became jurt such a 
sick man a Ralph Connor depicted in 
one of his backwoods tales, 

Then the funerals of our fathers and 
forefathers. They never allowed a neigh- 
bor to be busied Ike a dog or a friend- 
less pauper, as sometimes we do. No. 
They literally practiced the gospel rule: 
“It is better to go to the house of 
mourning than to the house of fenst- 
Ing.” When their neighbors wept, they 
wept. When their nelghbors were 
lowereY Int) thelr open graves, they 
themselves held ‘the ropes: that gently 
let down the coffins. Was not their 
way better than our way? We live 
and breathe only for self. Was not 
the Christian. helping. band our fore- 
fathers extended to the troubled ones 
in their midst better than the Icy 
stare with which we regard our neigh- 
bors? We grumble in a street car be- 
cause we have to wult for two min- 
utes while a funeral procession, wend- 
ing its way to the cemetery, is holding 
us nt n crossing. The Golden Rule 
which our forefathers practiced should 
never be allowed to slip out of our 
lives. The sick man who lives uext 
door to us should be just as carefully 
cared for and nursed by us as If he 
was our own son. 
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Clubhouse Versun Home. 

I deplore also the Iconoclasm which 
Is robbing this country of the sanctity 
of home life. The Iconoclast’s profane 
bands are ruthlessly laid upon onr an- 
cestors’ Subbath observance and our 
forefathers’ doctrine of "Do to others 
as you would bave them do unto you.“ 
They go further than this. Those same 
profane hands are also snatching away 
our ancestral home enjoyments as well. 
They are saying to modern man: “Man, 
do not be nn old fashioned granny. Do 
not think because your grandfathers 
found most of thelr enjoyment in the 
society of your grandmothers and your 
uncles and aunts that you have to find 
most of your enjoyment in the society 
of your wives and children. Do not 
forever be a ‘stay at home.’ Come; let 
us bulld for you clubhouses, where you 
ean find nightly fellowship with strong 
and brilliant men. Come out of that 
little hencoop of yours. If you want 
to give a reception to your friends, do 
not give it In your home. It is too 
small. Hire a big ball in the center of 
the town, where you can receive lu bet- 
ter style. There, Instead of having a 
few cakes baked by your own hands 
and some ice cream which you made In 
your own freezers, you enn have a fine 
caterer furnish an elaborate supper; In- 
stead of having your own daughter 


sing a simple song or your little bo 
recite n Diae you Kan fave the finest 


of orchestras furnish the music. If 
you want speaking, you can hire a pro- 
fessional elocutlonlst to recite. This 
is an age of progress. The clubhouse, 
the public reception balls, the large din- 
ners given lu large downtown restau- 
rants, Just as certainly mark the evo- 
lution of the human race in pleasure as 
a locomotive train is an improvement 
over the old prairie schooner or the tel- 
egraph communication by electric wire 
is an Improvement over the ‘cowboy’s 
expres® that forty years ago used to 
carry the mall from New York tu San 
Francisco before the great Unlon Pa- 
cific railroad was bullt.“ 

Do you, my brother, think for one in- 
stant that the advent of the modern 
clubhouse and public reception hall 
and Delmonico banquets is a moral im- 
provement for modern men over the 
old fashioned quilting parties and mer- 
rymaking frolica which once made the 
rafters of the old farmhouse creak 
like the beams of a ship at sea and 
bend almost like Willam Tells bow? 
Do you think this? I do not. I belleve 
that any enjoyment which a man is 
compelled systematically to find out- 
side of the society of his wife and 
children and home la a depleting, en- 
ervating and ultimately degrading en- 
joyment. I believe that any enjoyment 
which systematically makes a mother 
relegate the care of her children to 
nursegirlis and to hired hands is an 
enjoyment which is polsoned through 
and through by evil influences which 
will ultimately bring forth harvestings 
not for God, but for Satan, I believe 
this tendency of the human race, this

Eve ate of, the fruit ot the for- 
bidden tree unless man himself, by 
the grace ot God, halts and learns 
again to find his chief pleasures in the 
associations of his wife and children 
within the four walls of his own home. 
I once heard father sny to my mother, 
“I hope after ‘we nre dead that our 
children will believe we have loved 
them and have wanted to be with 
them more than with any one else on 
earth.” They lived for us. Yes, our 
parents liyed for us. May we be like 
the old folks. May) we find our chief 
enjoyment not only in living for our 
children, but also in the companion- 
ship of our children, no matter how 
old or how young they may be. May 
modern society not be involuted mto 
the pleasures of a clubhouse or a pub- 
liè reception hall, but be evoluted into 
the sanctified enjoyments of a Chris- 
tian home.

But, lastly, I would state that the 
{conoclasts ‘of this day are trying to 
sidetrack the chief purpose for which 
our forefathers and foremothers lived 
in reference to their children.

No. To give them to a 
worldly success, which those parents in 
their hearts know may only lead their 
children to moral ruin and perhaps 
to eternal death.

80 much to you, can you not, will you 
not give to your boy the same Chris- 
tian heritage? By the sacred altar of 
God's love will you not follow their ex- 
ample? Wil you not carry out the 
dying wishes of your now redeemed 
and glorified parents and consecrate 
yourself to your Divine Master? -Will 
you not here and now lead your boys 
and girls to the feet of Christ und con- 
secrate them to the Muster also? Shall 
not the chief. purpose of your Christian 
parents in reference to their children 
be duplicated in the chief purpose of 
your life, to bring to Christ your chil- 
dren and your children's children?

May we simply be ambitious 
to find a consecrated, earnest place to 
work in God's vineyard and have in 
that vineyard our wives, our children 
and all our friends working by our 
side In the Master's nume.“ That pur- 
pose Is n noble purpose. That purpose 
God will bless as, he has blessed that 
holy purpose in the lives of the old 
fashioned folks who nre now in heaven 
awaiting the home coming of thelr chil- 
dren. That purpose forms the true 
foundation, the maker and builder of 
which is the living und true and par- 
doning and redeeming and ascended 
and glorified Christ. May God answer 
the fulfillment of this prayer for pul- 
pit and pew alike.

My grand-mother in her early ays, 
was a member of this church; and 
have heard her say that her daughter, 
Alice, was dedicated to the Lord in 
baptism here. My grand-mother, 
however, died a Methodist. Coming 
along we crossed the old mill-dam at 
Horntown, and drove up to Wilson 
Wright's to say good bye, but found 
only Mrs. Wright. From there we 
drove by the place to me, the dearest 
in some respect on earth, the old camp- 
ground, where I was converted forty- 
six years ago this month, on Tuesday 
afternoon about one hour by sun, and 
as I am in doubt about the day of the

TAKES PARIS GREEN 


While Mentally Unbalanced And Ends Her 
Life. Loaves A Husband And Three 
Children. 


Mrs. Mary Jenkins, wife of Mr. 
Lemuel Jenkins, living on the Furnace 
road between Salisbury and Snow 
Hill, committed suicide last Tuesday 
by taking parir green. 

Mre. Jenkins had been of unsound 
mind for the past two or three years 
and her husband had been advised to 
have her placed in some insane asy- 
lum, but nothing had been done. Dur- 
ing this time she had frequently 
threatened to end her life but her 
husband thought they were idle words 
of which he did not take any notice. 

Last Tuesday morning she took a 
dose of the paris green and when Mr. 
Jenkins came in the house she told 
him of it. He saw some of the green 
powder on the floor bat he did not 
know what it was and he still did not 
believe that she had made an attempt 
to kill herself. She was taken sick 
that afternoon. Wednesday morning 
she grew worre and Jenkins hooked 
up his team and went to Snow Hill to 
secure a doctor. He was unsuccessful 
in this and he came on to Salisbury, 
reaching this place about five o'clock 
that afternoon. Dr. L. W. Morris 
returned home with him and reached 
the bedside of the dying woman in 
time to see her make one or two gasps 
for breath and then die. Mrs. Jenk- 
ins is survived by her husband and 
three grown children. 


Mr. Charles T. Zepp, a prominent 
farmer of Fifth district of Howard 
county, narrowly escaped being drown- 
ed in the Patapsco Falls, near the C. 
A. Gambrill Flour Mills. He was 
on his way home and missing his way 
drove into the river. He was rescued 
by gome nearby rosidents and placed 
in charge of friends, who cared for 
him until this morning.

A South American Explorer To Tell Of

Nineteen measured miles of forest 
without a sight of the sun, is the way 
in which Mr. Alvah D. James describes 
the density of tho great Amazonian 
wilderness in South America. 

Mr. James has recently returned 
from an expedition entirely across the 
southern continent and he brings back 
an account of hardships and adven- 
tures, the like of which have seldom 
been equalled, and probably never 
surpassed in the history of modern ex- 
ploration. Mr. James and his party 
crossed South, America from the west 
coast of Pennsylvania to the Atlantic 
seaboard of Brazil. They were absent 
from the United States nearly a year, 
five months of which time they lived 
in daily expectation of death. They 
passed through a country permeated 
with deadly miasmata. They en- 
countered savage Indians, faced star- 
vation.

He hasa record for ex- 
ploring in Canada, and is a member 
of the Canadian Camp.

LATE CABLE WAR NEWS FROM 
ORIENT. 


Continued Japanese successes mark- 
ed Thursday's and Friday's fighting 
in the great battle south of Mukden. 

General Kuropatkin admitted in his 
report to the Czar that his whole army 
had been forced to fall back before the 
desperate onalaughts of Oyama's bat- 
talions, while in Tokio it is claimed 
that General Kuropatkin haa been de- 
cisively whipped and severely punish- 
ed,“ although it is admitted that he 
may yet turn the tables if the Japs 
make any mistakes. 

It ia reported that the Ruasiaus fled 
in confusion in many places, and Gen- 
eral Oku'a left army alone captured 
25 guns and some prisoners. Other 
guns were also captured. 

The Japanese are trying to turn the 
Russian right, but no decisive news 
has come concerning the attempt. 

A rumor was published that Port 
Arthur was in flames and that many 
Russians had surrendered. 

General Stossel reported to the Czar, 
on October 5, an increasingly violent 
bombardment on October 5. 

Supplies at Port Arthur were repor- 
ted to be alarmingly low. 

Baron Hayashi, Japanese Ambass- 
ador at London, in an interview, de- 
clared that only the fall of Port Ar- 
thur could bring about peace.

COURT NEWS 


How The Cases Are Going. Good Atton- 
dance At Sessions. Will Probably 
Go Through Another Week. 


The suit of Dr. John W. Steeves 
against the County Commissioners of 
Dorchester county occupied Friday. 
Dr. Steeves claimed that he was ap- 
pointed by Dr. Guy Steele, the local 
health officer for Dorchester county, to 
take charge of a small-pox epidemic on 
Elliott's Island. Dr. Steeves claimed 
that he treated the patients, 8 or 10 in 
number, and maintained a quarantine 
successfully, preventing the spread of 
the contagion over the Island; that all 
the patients recovered, and that he 
fumigated all the premises after the 
cases had recovered. For his services 
covering a period of 54 days Dr. Steeves 
rendered a bill to the Commissioners 
for $545.00, or at the rate of ten dollars 
per day. The Commissioners consid- 
ered the bill excessive and refused to 
pay it. They, however, told Dr. 
Steeves that if he would bring ina rea- 
souable bill they would pay it. Dr. 
Steeves then brought suit for the en- 
tire amount of his bill. The plaintiff 
summoned four or five of the physi- 
cians of Salisbury who had had exper- 
ence in the treatment of small-pox 
cases, for the purpose of proving the 
value of a doctor's services in treating 
a small-pox epidemic. They all tes- 
tified that the service was worth $10 a 
day. Dr. John S. Fulton, of Balti- 
more. executive officcer of the State 
Board of Health, figured Dr. Steeves’ 
services at $6.80 per day. The defense 
produced testimony from physicians 
in Dorchester county who had attended 
small-pox epidemics, that their charg- 
og ranged from $1.50 to $2.50 a visit. 

he defense also proved that the cases 
under Dr, Bteeves charge were mild, 
and that he was pot put to much trou- 
ble in treating them and in maintain- 
ing a quarantine. This case occupied 
all of Friday and Satarday until Court 
adjourned at noon. 


Monday. 

The third week of Court opened 
Monday afternoon at 2 o'clock. The 
case of Dr. Steeves was resumed. It 
was finished and given to the jury at 
eleven o'clock Monday night. The 
jury reached a verdict about 5 o'clock 
Tuesday morning, awarding the plain- 
tiff damages ih the sum of $350.00 and 
Dorchester county to pay all costa. 
Thomas W. Simmons and Toadvin & 
Bell were attorneys for the plaintiff; 
W. Laird Henry and James E. Elle- 
good for County Commissioners. 

Tuesday. 
No. 47 Trials, Jones vs. Jones was 


taken up. This is one of the three Jones 
cases removed from Worcester county. 


Wed esday. 

Court adjourned at 11 o'clock Wed- 
nesday night instructing the jury to 
bring in a sealed verdict. Verdict for 
the defendant and damages assessed at 
$1,000 was the decision of the jury. 
This was a suit for slander brought 
by one brother against another for 
$20,000 damages claimed to have re- 
ceived on account of remarks alleged 
to have been passed by the defendant 
about the plaintiff. The plaintiff is 
a commission merchant in New York 
and does quite an extensive business 
in Worcester. The two brothers had 
some falling out aud Benjamin wrote 
some pretty strong letters to Assyria. 
Assyria said of Benjamin, it is stated, 
He has robbed me, and again, 
Ben is broke, If you ship your stuff 
or produce to him you will never get 
him to account for itor make a settle- 
ment.“ Suit was brought by Benjamin 
and the case was removed from Wor. 
cester county to this county. 

Trial No. 51. Charles W. Henman 
vs. Mayor and City Council of Snow 
Hill was taken up Thursday morning. 
Prayer of the defendant that the case 
be removed from the hands of the jury 
was granted. 

This suit was brought by the plain- 
tiff claiming $1,000 damages as a result 
of his falling into a hole in the streets 
of Snow Hill.

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Calmage 
Sermon

Los 


Angeles, Cal., Oct. 9.— In this 
sermon the preacher unsparingly ex- 
poses the folly and wickedness of pride, 
whether it be founded on ancestry, pos- 
sessions, social position and intluence 
or upgn personal vanity. The text is 
Proverbs xxix, 23, “A man's pride shall 
bring him low.“ 

The Vaphlngonian pigeons were said 
to have had two hearts. Physiologists 
have good renson to doubt that state- 


| ment, but etymologists know that there 


are some words that seem to have two 
hearts. Uttered in one sense their 
meaning is good and pure, but uttered 
in another sense their meaning is evil 
and corrupt. Like the chameleon, they 
are able to change their outer colorings 
to suit their environments. In a bad 
sense these words have the craven au- 
ricles of n culprit or a bad intentioned 
man. Their skins are as black as the 
blackness of the eternal night that 
they inhabit. In a good sense their 
hearts beat steady and true. They are 
the pumps which drive only good and 
pure blood through their different ar- 
teries ns the purest of water tumbles 
over the miller's wheel because that 
water comes from the clearest of 
mountain streams. 

The word “pride” in this age may 
sometimes Le used in a good sense. In 
Bible times it always had a debased 
meaning. Searching through a con- 
cordance I cannot find one place where 
that word “pride” was not used as the 
symbol of “sin” and condemned as the 
cause of sin, God denounces it all 
through the Old Testament. God hurls 
at it his execrations all through the 
New. Arrogance and pride compose 
the quicksands which have destroyed 
many an immortal soul in the past. 
They are the insidious means whereby 
Satan is tripping up and manacling his 
helpless victims at the present time. 
Therefore this sinful pride, which is 
found nestling in many hearts as a fa- 
tal cancer, must be cut out or some of 
us will be forever lost. 

Pride of Linea ze. 

First, consider the silliest of all kinds 
of pride, that of aristocratic lineage. 
The spoiled infant in its canopied bed, 
screaming for the attention of its 
nurse, is not more of a nuisance than 
are these people who strut through the 
world cluiming the homage of their 
fellows because of thelr having been 
born in an aristocratic home. It cries, 
“Bow low to me, not because I have 
brain or have accomplished anything, 
not becsuse I am of any earthly use to 
anybody. but because my father or 
grandfather or great-grandfather has 
accomplished something to make his 
name famous or my great- 
grandmotker had in ber veins the 
blood of the European aristocracy." 
Listen to the babblings of one who 
would continually shake before our 
eyes a single brunch of his aneestral 
tree which happened to bear a few 
fragrant blossums, while ou that same 
genealogical tree are hundreds of oth- 
er branches which have borne nothing 
but worm eaten fruit, and which 


because 


for generations and for centuries. 

Have you ever stopped to consider 
how many diferent ancestors you have 
had? My parents were two in number. 
l had one father and one mother. But, 
stepping back another generation, 1 
find I had four grandparents and eight 
great-yrandparents and sixteen grent- 
Ereat-grandparents and thirty-two 
gTeut-great-great-grandparents. And so 
back and back they go, doubling with 
each generation. A few hundred years 
back I tind my ancestors were pot 
| counted by the tens, but by the thou- 
sands. Now, my friends, what right 
bas a man with family pride to follow 
up one brunch of a genealogical tree 
that lands him in a king's throne room 
or in an earls palace and ignore the 
hundreds of other ancestral lines, apy 
yone of which would land bim in a 
peasants hut or perhaps even at the 
end of a hangman's noose? For, though 
some of us may not have bad ancestors 
who were banged, all of us bave had 
plenty of them who ought to have been 
hanged if they had been treated as 
they deserved. Thus, when we esti- 
mate how many different ancestors we 
all have had, both good and bad, 
there is u great deal of broad common 
sense in the answer which Theodore 
Roosevelt gave to one of his boys who 
had boasted in school about bis family. 
The president sald: “There are only 
two classes of boys in this world, my 
bon. Big boys and small boys alike nre 
elther good boys or bad boys. It does 
not make very much difference from 
What family you spring, if you are a 
| good boy the world will respect you 
| and if a bad boy the world will punish 
you and despise you.”

OUR NAVAL GUNNERS. 


Gleaves in World's Work. When; 
China found herself arrayed against 
Japan she offered $500 cash per month 
for skilled gun pointers, but in all 
great navies gun pointers are trained, 
not bought, and when the fight is on it 
is too late for instruction. 

How does a man become an expert 
gunner? Diligent drill and constant 
training are not enough without a cer- 
tain amount of natural aptitude. One 
man after another is tried. A few 
days’ drill in the turrets eliminates all 
except the fairly promising. For the 
talent of eye and nerve which makes 
the born gun pointer the government 
pays from $2 to $10 a month in addi- 
tion to the regular pay. This premium 
is not confined to any race, ereed or 
color. On one vessel in the navy one 
of the gun pointers is a negro. 

Selecting gun pointers is one of the 
most important duties in the navy. 
Having selected the men for gun point- 
ers, the next step 1s to train them. 
Two methods are now in vogue, both 
having the same principle; but differ- 
ing in detail. In the old days of sails 
and smoothbore guns the invariable 
rule, and the only rule the gun cap- 
tains knew, was this: “Fire at the top 
of the downward roll just as the ship 
begins to roll toward the target and 
alm at the enemy's water line.” This 
rule lasted far into the age of steam 
and turret guns and has only recently 
been supplanted by “continuous aim 
firing,” or the art of keeping a gun 
trained on the target regardless of the 
oscillations of the vessel during the 
whole or a portion of the roll. 

The method for training men by the 
new system—by the use of a dotter“ 
was devised by Captain Percy Scott 
of the British navy. The dotter is a 
mechanical device which causes a small 
target to move across the face of a 
gun, with a combined vertical and hor- 
{zontal motion. The gun pointer must 
make the gun follow the target, and 
whenever the sights are on the bulls- 
eye he presses a button, This causes 
a pencil to dot the target. That is his 
shot. The other method of instruction 
is with the Morris tube, which con- 
sists of a small gallery rifle fitted on 
the gun to take the place of the dot- 
ter’s pencil. 

So proficient have the bluejackets 
become in handling the turret guns 
that in actual target practice on board 
the Alabama a thirteen inch gun is 
loaded and fired in thirty-eight sec- 
onds.

Depth of Life In the Sea. 

In the National Geographic Maga- 
zine is an interesting story of the deep 
sea explorations of the steamer Al- 
batross, under the direction of the 
United States bureau of fisheries. 

While carrying on her work the Alba- 
tross has made more than 10,000 sound- 
ings and more than 4,000 dredgings. 

The greatest depth from which the 
Albatross has secured any life was 
4,173 fathoms. This was in the south 
Pacific between Tonga and Ellice is- 
lands. The dredge brought up siliceous 
sponges, radiolarians and brown vol- 
canic mud. The greatest depth from 
which she has brought up fishes is 
about three and one-third miles in the 
edge of the gulf stream off Virginia. 
The deepest sounding made was at sta- 
tion 4010, near Guam, where the enor- 
mous depth of nearly five and one-half 
milos was found. 

The deepest sounding ever made by 
any vessel was by the United States 
steamship Nero while on the Honolulu- 
Manila cable survey, with apparatus 
borrowed frum the Albatross. When 
near Guam the Nero got 31,614 feet, 
only sixty-six feet less than six miles. 
If Mount Everest, the highest mountain 
on earth, were sst down in this hole 
it would have aboye its summit nearly 
half a mile of water.

MASONS STIRRED UP 


Rev. Mr. Wheeler Wants Them To Vacate 
The Second Story Of His Church, But 
They Refuse To Move. Masons 
Call On The Law To Pre- 
vent Repairs, 


Reliance is a small village in Sug- 
sex county, Delaware, and in Dorches- 
ter county, Md., made historic by be- 
ing the residence of the notorious 
‘*Patty'’ Cannon, whose nefarious op- 
erations are so vividly pictured by 
Gath in the ‘‘Entailed Hat.“ In her 
day it was known as Johnson's Cross 
Roads, Johnson being ‘‘Patty’s’’ as- 
much of her work. The 
line dividing the two States at this 
place also divides the little village, 
and in Patty's““ day she had a resi- 
dence on either side of the line, though 
her cell, referred to by Gath as ‘‘pan- 
demonizm,’’ was on the Maryland 
side. The buildings have been re- 
modeled and improved, and it is a diffi- 
cult matter to get any information 
here regarding Patty,“ as her crimes 
were so black and hideous that tho 
present residents want even the mem- 
ory of her life blotted out. About 
33 years ago the Methodist Protestant 
Society decided to erect achurch here.

HOW THE METAL ROADS 


— 
Compare With The Old Fashioned Kind In 
Cost. A Practical Statement, GW). 
Ing Conclusions Of Interest And | 
Value To Our People: | 


The question of macadam and other 
modern metal roads has recently be- 
come one of added interest to Mary- 
landers in view of the movements now 
in progress in the various counties to 
take advantage of the opportunity of- 
fered to secure such modern roads un- 
der tho new State aid road law. 
While there is generally believed by 
persons of experience to be great difi- 
culty in obtaining any wise, accurate 
computation of the comparative cost of | 
hauling over metal roads and over the 
old-fashioned earth thoroughfares, Mr. 
Halbert P. Gillette, in the “Good 
Roads Magazine,’ gives some conclu- 
sions from a very carefully compiled 
set of figures, which may be consider- 
ed with profit by those to whom the: 
question of good roads is all-important. 

“It may be safely said,“ writes Mr. 
Gillette, that the building of macad- 
am roads in America will enable a 
team of horses to hanl three net tons 
on the average of all roads as compar- 
ed with one ton which is now the 
average On earth roads, and inthe face 
of the facts I have very little patience 
with those who insist that carth roads | 
are good enough for American farm- 
ers. Experiments show that on a good 
macadam road a tractive force of 35 
pounds will pull a ton as compared 
with 75 pounds on a good, hard gravel 
road, or 100 pounds on a good, bard, 
clay road. This shows conclusively 
that from two to three times as big a 
load can be hauled over macadam as 
over a first-class earth road. 

“I have found from actunk exper- 
ience,'' continues Mr. Gillette, thut 
the average lond hauled over macadam 
has been 3 tons besides the weight of 
the wagon, practically another ton. | 
Over gravel roads I find that 1½ tons 
is a fair load where there are any hills | 
to ascend. Grades of from 5 to 6 per 
cent can be ascended on macadam 
where the load is 8 tons, although on 
the level I have often had teams pull 
5 tons and occasionally up a hill with 
n ö per cent grado. 

Now, if a good macadam road en- 
ables 3 tous to be hanlel to market 
whore one ton is tho average load, we 
have by the following very simple 
computation, a cost of & to 10 cents | 
per ton-mile over macadam ; for a team | 
costing $8.00 a day travels ten toj 
twelve miles and return with 3 tons 
of produce; or it hauls 30 to 36 tons 
miles for $8.00, which is 8 to 10 cents 
per ton per mile, as compared with 25 
or 30 cents over common enth. roads 
and 17 to 20 cents over the very best 
gravel roads.'' 

“A macadam rond also actually 
shortens the distance to market where 
light loads, such as milk or garden 
truck, are hauled, because a team that 
cau. haul 3 tons at a walk overn 
macadam road can haul 1 ton at a 
trot. The speed of horses at a good 
walk is 250 feet per minute, but the 
speed at a jog trot is 500 to 600 fect n 
minute. Macadam enables a team to 
trot with a load of a ton or less, hence 
it actually cuts in two the time requir- 
ed to reach the market which is equiv- 
alent to reducing the distance one-half. 
Any farmer living on a macadam road 
knows this.“ As proof of the easi- 


er hauling over macadam roads, Mr. 


Gillette says he has had a team pull 
a load of 10,000 pounds up ab per cent 
grade on a good macadam road. By 
means of a dynanometer, or huge spring 
balance, he finds that tho resistance 


to pulling up a hill is 20 pounds for 
each ton for each 1 par cent of grade. 
Hence, if we have a 5 per cent grade, 
the resistance is 5 times 20, or 100 
pounds. Adding to this the rolling 
resistance over good macadam, which 
is 85 pounds, there is a total resistance 
of 135 pounds per ton which one horse’ 
could pall with ease; by a little exer- 
tion the horse could pull 2 tons up such 
a grade, or by great exertion about 8 
tons 

As to the question whether a maca- 
dam road beanfits a farmer whose place 
is half a mile or more to the side of the 
roml, Mr. Gillette says it is no more 
necessary to have a macadam road to 
every door than to have a railroad to 
every door. In New York State, he 
says, there is one mile of railroad to 


every ten miles of wagon road, and it 


will probably reduce the present cost 


of wagon-haulage by one-half if one 
out of every 10 miles of wagon road is 


macadamized. Upon this question 
also, Mr. A. N. Johnson, Highway 
Engineer of the Maryland Geological 
Survey, has an important word, for 
upon the result of close calculation he 
makes the statement that if 15 per cent 


of the roads of Maryland were macada- |’ 


mized, an average haul of less than one 
mile would put all the farmers of the 
State, with their teams, upon a maca 
dam highway—a very important con- 
sideration in the interest of good roads. 

‘Summing up,'' writes Mr. Gillette 
Mo say that theory and practice in 
Europe an America prove conclusive- 
ly that hauling over good macadam 
roads costs from one-third to one-half 
what it costs over good carth roads. 
Earth roads are turned to mud by rains 
for many weeks in the year, and there 
are times when hauling can not be 
done with wagobs at any price where 
mud roads exist."

in greater proportion than the cost 
of living has increased. This state- 
ment has called forth a storm of pro- 
test, not only from the press, but 
among well-informed labor leaders and 
Political economists. 

Nearly every independent journal 
has taken Mr. Roosevelt to task. One 
of these, the Philadelphia Public 
Ledger, published in the metropolis of 
the strongest protectionist State in the 
Union, devotes a column and a half of 
its space in refuting the President's 
statement. Mr. Roosevelt, to quote 
him precisely, says: 

“As conclusively shown by the bul- 
letin of the Bureau of Labor, the pur- 
chasing power of the average wage re- 
ceived by the wage-worker has grown 
faster than the cost of living.” 

The Philadelphia Ledger regrets that 
it cannot contirm this statement. It 
says: 

“More reliable, because more disin- 
terested, and more unprejudiced wit- 
nesses than Mr. Roosevelt's Commis- 
sioner of Labor, have time and again 
declared it conspicuously inexdct. 
Among the disinterested witnesses are 
both Bradstreet’s and Dun's carefully 
compiled reports, and among the un- 
prejudiced ones are several prominent 
labor leaders, who have testified to the 
truth respecting the wage scale of the 
one part and the regular quotation of 
the prices of the necessities of life of 
the other part. And the precisé testi- 
mony given by these trustworthy wit- 
nesses, is directly contrary to the Presi- 
dent's statement. 

“The prices of domestic commodities 
have had an average increase from the 
lowest standard reached in 1896 of 37 
per cent. No sensible and well-in- 
formed man will seriously assert that 
since 1896 the average wage rate has In- 
creased to that extent—more than one- 
third. There is no workman in the 
land who can testify to the accuracy 
of this. The President's contention is 
that the alleged greater proportionate 
increase of the average. wage to the 
increased cost of living has been due 
to the beneticent protection afforaed to 
labor by the tariff. Here again the 
President's position is contested by 
labor itself. It is true that the wages 
of artisans and their unskilled helpers 
have been materially increased since 
1896, but while there have been slight 
Increases at various times of the wages 
of the so-called protected workmen, 
the aggregate differences have not kept 
step with the increase of the cost of 
living. 

“At present the tendency all over 
the country is to reduce the wages of 
those employed in protected industries. 
At Fall River, Mass., 25,000 textile 
operators are out of work and de- 
prived of wages because they would 
not consent to a flat wage reduction 
of 12 per cent. In Chicago the Meat 
Trust has crushed to death one of the 
most powerful labor organizations be- 
cause it demanded a reasonable in- 
crease of wages for the under-paid 
laborers. The Steel, Iron and Tin 
Trusts, interests protected by the tariff, 
have been largely reducing their wage 
schedules, as has also the Glass Trust. 
The artisans, mechanics and all sorts 
of their unskilled helpers, to whom the 
tariff does not even pretend to ‘give 
protection, receive high wages, and 
will continue to receive them so long 
as their unions remain intact. But 
what single tariff-protected industry 
pays its workmen the same generous 
reward for their labor that the un- 
protected activities pay their em- 
ployees for their labor.” ; 

It might be added that Commissioner 
Wright's remarkable statement and 
tabulation upon which President 
Roosevelt bases his remarks already 
quoted, was discredited long before the 
candidate's letter of acceptance was 
made public, for Secretary Shaw in a 
stump speech delivered several weeks 
ago stated that the Commissioner of 
Labor has prepared a bomb which 
would blow the Democratic party sky- 
high, or words to that effect. He said, 
in so many words, that this “bomb” 
was in the nature of a carefully pre- 
pared article showing that the Dem- 
ocratic contention that the cost of 
living had been increased out of pro- 
portion to the increase in wages was 
untrue. 

Commissioner Wright's “bomb” has 
deceived no person of average intelll- 
gence. It bears on its face the Im- 
print of untruthfulness born of the 
desperate necessities of a losing cam- 
paign.

There have been those since the na- 
tional convention who repeated ru- 
mors that the Hearst papers and 
Hearst- influences were cold to the-

onstrate this proposition. 

Let the leading Hearst paper, the 
New York American, speak for itself. 
In its comments in Monday's issue 
on President Roosevelt's letter of ac- 
ceptance the American says under the 
caption of Mr. Roosevelt in his own 
behalf:

Ballots Better Than Strikes to Raise 
Wages. 

But few people understand clearly 
the difference between money wages 
and real wages. If they did so they 
would not vote as they do. Money 
wages is what is usually received for 
a day's or a week's work. Real wages 
are the goods which this money will 
purchase. From this it follows that 
there are two ways of raising wages: 
1. By Increasing the amount of money 
paid, and, 2, by reducing the prices 
of goods, 

Not only do wage earners try to get 
as high money wages as possible, of- 
ten becoming members of labor 
unions for this purpose, but they try to 
make their money go as far as possible 
when purchasing goods. Their wives 
will go miles to reach a store that sells 
goods 5 per cent. cheaper than near 
by stores. They scold their wives fi 
they pay five cents more than Is nec 
essary for an article. Yet, once tp 
every two years they go to the polls— 
a majority of them—and vote for a 
system that incroases the cost of liv- 
ing by about $100 a family per year,

Sermon 


By Rev. 
Frank De Witt Talmage, D. D. 


Los Angeles, Cal., Oct 23.—To give 
congratulation to the successful and 
sympathy with the sorrowing and the 
distressed is urged by the preacher in 
this sermon, The text is Romans xil, 


| 45, “Rejoice with them that do rejoice, 
| nnd weep with them that weep.” 


Perpetual segregation, isolation, sep- 
‘ration, seclusion, voluntary exile, 
were considered by many of the an- 
cients as necessary adjuncts to the at- 


| tainment of the highest earthly de- 


velopment of Christian perfection. Be- 
cause Christ fasted and prayed in the 
wilderness for forty long days many 
disciples of old believed that to be like 
Christ they must continually live in a 
wilderness, wear sackcloth and ashes 
and do nothing but pray and starve 
and starve and pray. They tried to 
walk with God, to be like Enoch, by 
walk with thelr fellow 
men, They tried to live with Christ by 
sleeping on stone couches and shiver- 
ing in damp cells and clothing them- 
selves in coarse woolens, by trampling 
through snows with naked feet and by 
mumbling daily prayers with sepul- 
chral countenances, while they refused 
to smile an encouragement to the little 
children playing in the street or to help 
carry a heavy pack under which a 
poor, tired peasant was staggering on 
his way to town; hence the monas- 
teries and the nunneries and the elols- 
ters and the abbeys and the priories, 
which are only a few of the many 
names given to the ancient buildings 
within which the monks and nuns im- 
mured themselves for separation from 
sinful men, of whom they did not wish 
to be n part. But away back in the 
time of creation God said, “It is not 
good for man to be alone.“ And what 
God spake to Adam, our first ancestor, 
God is speaking to us now. 
Not Good to Be Alone. 

“Not good for man to be alone.” Yes, 
we know it. We know it in spite of 
the fact that the cloister has segregat- 
ed some good men from contact with 
the busy, anxious, sinful world. Thom- 
ns a Kempis was a hermit, a recluse. 
Thomas o Kempis was a good man. 
Within the gloomy walls of the Augus- 
tinian convent of Zwolle, in the dark 
recesses of an uscetic’s cell, he wrote 
the wonderful pages of “De Imitatione 
Christl.“ But, though his book is a 
wonderful guide to Christly life, Thom- 
as a Kempis’ cell is a poor place in 
which a modern Christian could prac- 
tice the gospel truth. By all odds the 
best place to translate the teachings 
of Thomas a Kempis is not lu an as- 
cetic’s cell, but in God's sweet, pure, 
golden sunlight, among just such 
rough, horny handed men as the fsh- 
ermen with whom Jesus Christ asso- 
eluted. 

Sun Marco convent of Florence is a 
poor nursery for spiritual life. There 
Ira Angelico has drawn the students 
of art to come and study his figures of 
Christ which he painted upon the cold 
walls nearly GOO years ago. But the 
best place to be a modern Fra Angelico 
nud tò paint Christ lu the hearts of 
living men la to do as Paul did on his 
missionary tours. It is to do as Christ 
did when talking to men. It is to do 
as your mother and father did in the 
parental sympathy of a Christian 
home. It is to do as we ourselves can 
do by being Christ's disciples and re- 
Jolelug with other people In thelr true 
joys and worshiping with them in their 
true sorrows. 

My text teaches the same kind 
of n consecrated active existence as 
did a brother minister who lived a few 
yenrs ago iu a great Chicago center. 
I spenk thus about him because he ts 
now far across the seas, working ns n 
missionary in foreign fields. After the 
Rev. George Willlam Wright bad been 
for some mouths in the Philippines 
the superintendent of his old Sabbath 
school of Bethlehem church was trying 
to draw a verbal picture of Jesus 
Christ. The only being be had in mind 
at the time was our Saviour. During 
his talk the superintendent practically 
Buld these words: “Children, who am I 
now talking about? Who has always 
been willing to join with you lu your 
fun and be happy with you when you 
had n right to be happy? Who has al- 
ways been a friend, n loving, forgiv- 
ing friend, when you have done wrong? 
Who has for years gone In nnd out 
Among us ns n gentle, kind example— 
one who never did wrong, who never 
spoke harshly against any one, who 
was always ready to lend us and to 
love us? Tell me, children, who is 
ne?“ With a mighty chorus the little 
children began to call: “I know, sir. I 
know. Itis Mr. Wright. It is our old 
pastor, Mr. Wright.” That encomlum 
of these litte Sunday school children 
ls the best illustration T know of what 
my text means. 

Value of Christian Sympathy. 

Christian sympathy is n necessary 
gospel attribute, in the first place be- 
cause no human power on earth does 
o much to make a good man or even 
n bad man try to live better as to know 
that other lives are wrapped up in hls 
life, "Sympathy," wrote the lexicog- 
rapher, “is literally a fellowa8hip with 
others in their varlous conditions of 
joy or of grief.” It ls the power which 
a Christinu man has of putting hie 
hand through another's arm nnd say- 
Ing: “Old fellow, you are not alone in 
this world. My Interests are combined 
in your Interest#, When you are hap- 
py I am happy, When you are sad I 
am sad, When you live right I rejoice. 
When you sin 1 sorrow as much as if 
I had committeed the sin. Therefore, 
U friena, you must be very carerul 
how you live. In one sense you are 
exactly In the place of a locomotive 
engineer who has a Jong train of 
coaches attached to bis engine's ten- 
der, If your true arm falls, then other 
lives besides your, own must suffer on 
account of your weaksess.” When 
Christian sympathy speaks thus an av- 
erage man will suddenly stop and say 
to himself: “What! Does any one care 
for me? Is my life an important factor 
In other lives? If this be true, I must 
be careful where my feet go, how: I 
laugh, how I cry and what I do, My 
life is not au independent entity, My

very great. But no sooner did you ob- 
serve the “crankiness” of the sailboat 
toward which you were rowing and in 
which you were to sail than you turned 
to your companion and said: “I am 
not going out today. That boat is not 
safe. It Is leaking now.” Why were 
vou not willing to go? Are you any 
more of a coward now than you were 
ten or fifteen years ago, when you 
would have jumped into that boat 
without fear? Oh, no, not that. No 
one could charge you with being a 
coward. Personally you would just 
as lief run the risk now as you did 
fifteen years ago, but now you have a 
wife and children, which was not 80 
fifteen years ngo. Now you have oth- 
ers depencent upon you. Now you 
cannot afford for thelr sakes to need- 
lessly risk your life. 
Why They Were Reckleas, 

“What kind of soldiers are the most 
reckless?’ was one day asked Lord 
Kitehener, the British general of the 
Boer war. Without any hesitation he 
answered: “Bachelor soldiers. Not that 
they are at heart braver, but when a 
man hns a wife and children depeud- 
ent upon him for daily bread he guards 
his life more carefully on their ac- 
count and does not run into any useless 
dangers.” Now, my friends, when n 
true father Is careful not to run into 
physical dangers, fearing he may de- 
prive his wife and children of their 
daily bread, is not a man by the same 
law of reasoning the more unwilling to 
run into spiritual dungers and tempta- 
tions if he realizes that the joys of oth- 
ers, in a spiritual sense, are wrapped 
up lu bis own Joys and that sorrows 
in other lives will be caused by his 
sins? Lord Bacon, in one of his match- 
less essays, once said, “After a man 
marries he surrenders into the hands 
of success his wife and children as 
hostages.” By that Lord Bacon meant, 
“Every man who is married is handl- 
capped In the race of life.” He meant 
thata man becomes timid when he has 
a wife and children. In the crises of 
life, when success is won by the man 
who custs everything into the scale, 
the married man hesitates because he 
is afrnid to risk the future of his wife 
and children. But he overlooked the 
fact that his love for his family will 
keep him from running foollsh risks. 
So when a man enlarges his circle and 
makes the welfare of others his con- 
cern he has an inspiration to a better, 
truer, nobler life. He shrinks from 
wrongdoing because he knows that he 
will Injure others by his example. The 
ascetic bas only himself to consider, 
but the mun who has entered into oth- 
er men'x Joys and sorrows knows that 
his fall or his good life may affect the 
lives of others. 


What the Scripture Means, 

But how is Christlan sympathy to 
enter truly into the existence of an- 
other's life? First, my text says, Re- 
joice with them that do rejoice.” Do 
you know what that means? Why, the 
interpretation is simple enough to un- 
derstand, It means when you see an 
old schoo! friend getting ahead in Jife, 
when you see a brother succeeding at 
the law or in medicine or in the pulpit, 
when you see n sister living in a finer 
house than yours or driving in a car- 
riage while you walk, or when you 
know that your brother-in-law Is able 
to take his fumily and children to the 
country to get back the flush of health 
to their pale cheeks, while you cannot 
afford to go, thnt you must not be jeal- 
ous of their successes. If you are a 
minister and you hear of another 
church holding a great revival and 
gathering in new converts by the 
scores, you nre to go to the minister of 
that chotch with a warm, loving gos- 
pel handshake and say: “Brother, I 
congratulate you! We are praying for 
you and the great good you ure doing. 
May God_bless your new members and 
make them mighty agents for Christ!” 
It means that if you nre a candidate 
for some office nnd another is elected 
to the presidency of that society in 
your stead {hen you are to pitch In and 
work Just ns hard for the successful 
outcome of your successful rival's ad- 
ministration ns you would have work- 
ed for your own, and, furthermore, not 
only work just as hard for the new 
man, but be just as happy in his cuc- 
cesxes us you would bave been in your 
OWN successes. 

“Oh,” says some one, with n quick 
gasp. “I did not know this text meant 
as much ns that. That is pretty bitter 
medicine for an average disciple to 
swallow. I cannot understand how 
George B. McClellan would feel very 
kindly toward Major General Burn- 
aide, who superseded him after the 
battle of Antletam. Nelther is it nat- 
ural for a Seward or a Chase to be 
enthusinstic over the election of a 
Lincoln, Of course tbere have been 
some grent, big hearted, noble men, 
like Samuel Adams, who were ready 
to stay in the background and push 
other men to the front, as Samuel 
Adams aid Hancock and John Adams 
and Otis and Joseph Warren and Quin- 
cy. But, for the most part, nen work 
best In uny great cause when Individ- 
ually they ure working for themselves, 
It la not natural for a young lady at a 
reception to be particularly pleased 
when most of the young men are hov- 
ering ubout her rival's chair as a 
swaru of bees might circle about a 
beautiful flower. Neither is it natural 
for any one to truly rejoice in another's 
Buccess when that success in one sense 
seems to undermine his own success,” 

Yes, my friend, you are right. It is 
not natural for n sinful man to “re- 
Joice with those that do rejoice." But 
the gospel of Jesus Christ can make 
what is unnatural for sinful man nat- 
ural for n redeemed man. “The bard- 
est act of life is to get any man to be 
willing to completely sink his Individ- 
uallty in a cause,” once wrote General 
Samuel Armstrong, the founder and 
Arat principal of the Hampton ‘insti- 
tute. It Is comparatively easy to get 
rich men to eadow a scholarship or to 
erect a build or to do this or that 
for which thelr names will be known 
far and wide, yet it is almost Impossi- 
ble to get any man to give his money 
to help out the ordinary running ex-

And why s- Huld you not rejoice in 
your brocler's success? When does 
your broiler need your true help and 
friendship more thau when he is scor- 
ing a success? Is not the time of suc- 
cess just the time when he is most apt 
to be thrown off his guard and destroy- 
ed by evil temptations? Is not that 
the critical moment when the Satanic 
tempters are ready to scrape and fawn 
about him, as the seductive young fat- 
terers did about Rehoboam when he 
went to Shechem to be crowned, as 
they did about young King Charles IL 
after the English restoration, as they 
did about poor Louls XVI. when be 
came to the French throne only a 
lad tweaty years of age? Do you 
not feel that your suceessful brother 
needs your nTecilonate and hearty co- 
operation in th.s bis hour of success | 
rather than your sneers and your oppro- 
brium’ li is almost time for you to 
cease sitting around and sulking be- | 
cause of his victories, Do not try 10) 
undermine his usefulness by pulling: 
down the temple of fame which he has 
reared, even as Samson pushed against 
and cracked the pillars which tumbled 
the roof of the temple of Dagon down 
upon the skulls of the screaming and 
erovchiig Philistines. 

Iten brother needs your help in time 
of success, does he not also need you 
all the more “to weep with him when 
he weeps?’ Does he not need you to 
come to his sympathetic ald when all 
the worl] see::s black and when it tru- 
ly seems, on account’ of his wrongdo- 
ings, that be cam never become a no- 
ble man again? Does be not need your 
help when, Woundering in the quick- 
sand: of sin, he seems to be deserted 
by God and man alike and to be only 


the sport and plaything of devils? 
And does he not also need your help 
when, in the awful hours of black 
temptation, he is about to yield as well 
as in the black hours of remorse after 
he has done wrong? 

If n man wio has done wrong or is 
about to do wrong needs your help, 
how much more does a woman In her 
hours of trial? 1 always had a great 
deal of sympithy for the prayer of 
that woman who sald, “O God, keep 
me from going over the precipice of 
sin, for if my feet ever leave the path 
of virtue even thou canst not bring 
me back to the straight path again.” 


And yet how many women there are 
today being torn und lacerated by the 
thickets of sin who could be brought 
back to live honest, pure, true, respect- 
able lives if only the Christinn men 
and the women in the name of Christ 
would go forth to bring them back! 
The beginning of my text opens amid 
the shouts and gay laughter of the 
merrymnakers, It closes with the sobs 
und moans and the groans of breaking 
hearts. Brother, sister, will you today 
in the nume of Christ “weep with 
those thit weep?’ WIll you stretch 
forth the broad, strong, loving hand of 
rescue and say, “Brother, sister, in the 
name of Jesus Christ, give me tby 
hand, und I will help thee up to God. 
up to n heavenly and an earthly res- 
cue?“ WIH you do this for Christ? 
Will you “weep with those that weep" 
and help others. no matter bow far 
astray their sinful feet may go or are 
about to go? 
A Practical Test. 

“Yeu,” nnswers some one, “from this 
day | promise to help all those In dis- 
tress that I can.” You do? Well, then, 
let me put that resolve to a practical 
test. Aten lurge religious gathering In 
the enst where a collection was about 
to be taken up for famine stricken 
Ireland that big hearted ` philanthro- 
pist William E. Dodge urose and sald: 
“Gentlemen, we have been hearing 
some wonderful speeches about this 
famine. Some of us bave been crying, 
some praying. Now I want to put your 
gospel sympathy to n practicnl test. 
What Ireleud needs Is bread, bread, 
bread, bread, bread! In order to buy 
that bread my sympathy is worth just 
$500. What is your sympathy worth?" 
Aa William E. Dodge put his sympa- 
thy to n practical test 1 want to put 
your sympathy to the same kind of a 
test. You say ns a Christian man, “By 
the grace of God I will always help 
those who need help.“ Well, here is a 
convict just Hberated from jail. Work! 
He will do any honest work that be 
tan get, but tue trouble Is he cannot 
get any work to do. All earth and hell 
seem to be arrayed agajnst bis liying 
an honest life. A few months ago, dur- 
ing his confinement, he thought and 
dreamed over the happy days of his 
past life. While he thought and dream. 
ed the picture of bis old home trans- 
formed his prison cell into the old nurs- 
ery. He was romping and playing 
again with his brothers and sisters. 
There he saw again the old folks, now 
asleep in the family plot. There was 
the old hayniow In which he used to 
play and wrestiec. Yes, there was the 
same old haymow In which the hens 
used to hide thelr eggs und then cackle 
over the joke. There was the old 
church Jn which he used to squirm and 
twist and fall asleep when the good 
old talnister would forget when to stop 
in his preaching. And there was the 
old village postoffice where the nelgh- 
bors came to bid him goodby when, in 
the old, rickety stage, he left the vil- 
lage and started forth to find work in 
the lurge town, 

As he dreamed in that cell the re- 
pentunt tears came flowing from his 
eyes. Ile then and there made up his 
mind to lead a good, true, honest, pure 
Christian life and at last to be buried 
in the old family plot at the fect of his 
father and mother, But, though he is 
now free and wanting to be an honest 
man, what chance bas he? Every door 
of business is shut against him, Too 
few places for honest men. For him 
no room, no room. The other day he 
applied for work as a coal heaver. 
When about to be employed a rough 
workman stepped forward and said 
to the owner of the yard: “Mister, I 
would not hire that man if I were you. 
He has just finis a sentence in the 
penitentiary.” th that the employ- 
er turned and sald: Out of this yard, 
vou scoundrel! My office is no reform - 


atory!” ‘Trying to be honest, who will 
give him a chance? Pray God he may 
not give up. Tomorrow you may see 
him, What, then, will your sympathy 
be worth? f 

What Is Your Sympathy Worth? 

Here is n poor, weak sewing girl 
struggling on to make an honest living 
and to live right. But, try on hard as 
she will, in her weakened physical con- 
dition she can make but $3 a week, 
and that is just 50 cents less than she 
can live upon. Oh, what an awful 
life! No sounds are heard in that 
room save the continual scratchings of 
her needle, the sighs of a crushed heart 
or the low, hectic cough of a diseased 
lung. Sewing for others while she has 
hardly a rag of her own. All well 
enough for you to talk about the holl- 
ness of virtue. You have your three 
good meals a day. But tomorrow, when 
you ask her to mnke you a new dress 
or yousee her going down the street 
in her faded shawl, what will your 
sympathy be worth? 

Here is a street urchin, just as good 
a boy as yours, and if he had any 
chance he would make just as good a 
man. But what chance has he? The 
kindest word he ever received was a 
curse. No mother save a drunkard; 
no father save a felon; no school save 
sin; no literature save an obscene pic- 
torial. Where did he spend last night? 
In n low Bowery theater, the ticket 
bousht by pitching pennies, 

Last winter when one of these boys 


i was shivering upon a street corner of 


one of the enstern cities such a little 
newsboy turned to another street arab 
and snid: “Jim, dey say der is a God. 
I'm hungry. Jim. I'm cold. I don’t 
know where to go. And, Jim, I don't 
care for auy God dat don't care for 
me.” Tomorrow such a boy will try 
to sell you a morning newspaper. 
What will then your gospel sympathy 
be worth? Oh, my friends, Christ 
came Into the world to “weep with 
those that weep.” He came to save 
the lost sheep, not those safe within 
the fold. Be ye like Christ. Go out 
into the highways and the hedges and 
compel them to come in, Fine churches 
will not do it. Missionary subscrip- 
tions will not. do it. But by the help 
of the Holy Spirit Christlan men and 
women can do it, who in a plain, prac- 
tical way will share the joys and. the 
sufferings of others and thereby, by 
the help of God, bring those sinners 
back with them to the Master's feet. 
There is no picture on earth more 
beautiful than that of a Christian, by 
the Holy Spirit inspired love of Chris- 
tlan sympathy, trying to bring lost 
souls to Jesus Christ. There is a benu- 
tiful legend told of Zacchaeus when he 
had become o'd and’ feeble. He still 
lived in the outskirts of Jericho. Ev- 
ery morning he would go off alone for 
a walk and remain away two or three 


hours and then would come back smil- 


ing and happy. He would never tell 
any one where he went. But one 
morning his wife followed bim. Then 
she saw her old husband go to the old 
sycamore tree made memorable by his 
history. Ile kissed it. Ile caressed it. 
He watered it. He plucked up the 
weeds about lt. When his wife asked 
him why he was doing this the old man 
answered: “Why, do you not know, my 
dear? This Is where I first saw Him. 
This Is where He called to me, Zne— 
chaeus, make haste and come down!” 

Ah, that lan beautiful legend. But 
It is not to me the most beautiful story 
I have heard about Zaechneus. The 
most beautiful fact 1 know about the 
publican is not that he caressed and 
kissed n tree, but that after his con- 
version he was ready to do anything 
and everything to serve Christ among 
sinful men. When Zacchaeus sald, 
“Behold, Lord, the half of my goods I 
give to the poor,“ I know that Zac. 
chaeus at once went forth to “weep 
with those that weep.” I know that 
at once he had an unquenchable de- 
sire burning within him to bring all 
classes to the feet of him whom he 
called Saviour. 

Oh, my friends, will not you nnd 1 
have this holy desire burning within 
us? Will we nət live to bring the hap 
py and the troubled alike to Christ?

Messrs, Editora;—Will yon permit 
mo to make mention of the demise of 
Mr. Horatio Nelson Crawford at his 
home on the Wicomico river, near 
Green Hill, on Wednesday, October 
5th., aged about 81 years. Following 
in a less period than a month the death 
of his wife, his departure casts a deep 
gloom over the community in which 
he spent the whole of his long and 
useful life. 

Mr. Crawford was a gentleman of 
the old school. He had no use for fads 
and shams. His life was real from 
start to finish. He had read much and 
wus possessed of a wonderfully reten- 
tive memory. To visit him in his 
home and hear him discuss things new 
and old, was a real Tuxury. The 
writer is saddened by the fact that 
these stately characters of Wicomico's 
best citizens are passing away. But 
they have served their generation well, 
and have fallen upon sleep and been 
gathered to their fathers. The subject 
of this memoriam had his faults. 
Who of us but what have? Let him 
that is without sin cast the first stone 
at her.“ But he was a gentleman 
whose heart always went out for the 
best interest of the community. 

In politics, Mr. Crawford was a 
Democrat and he served his party well. 
Before the division of the county, he 
served in the capacity of deputy-sher- 
iff. After Wicomico was set off, he 
was elected County Surveyor, and was 
kept in that posiiton until advancing 
years made it impossible for him to 
continue longer. He was of Irish de- 
scent and at times was very witty, and 
told a joke with fine effect. In the 
winter of 1862 he was married to Miss 
Elizabeth Phillips, of Quantico dis- 
trict. Both the Crawfords and the 
Phillips’ have been prominent in the 
community for generations back. Af- 
ter a union of more than forty years, 
useful and honored, in death they 
were not divided.
